| YALE FACULTY MEMBER IN MYs- 


TERIOUS NIGHT AFFAIR. 


Prof. Declares He aKa Friend 
‘Were Passing Saloon When a Collis- 
jon with Stranger Started Row in 
Which Tennant’s Skull Is Fractared 
: —News Suppressed by Teacher for 
_, Days—Boys See Fight and Say Col- 

; — Only Were Involved. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 17.—f[ Special. 
George Brelner Tennant of Yale is critically 
ill at the college infirmary from concussion 
of the brain. It is feared he will die. His 
sk@ll was fractured in a street brawl Sat- 
urday night, but his chum, Prof. Harman 
Ashley of the Yale f y, for some rea- 
son suppressed the news of his condition 
until last, night, when he-was taken to the 
college infirmary. 

By that time Tennant was in ah extremely 
critical state, and surgical experts saw that 
an eperation which would have saved his life 
if performed on Sunday or: Monday was 
impossible owing to his enfeebled condition. 
They summoned his relatives from their 
home in Waterbury. Coroner Mix, who was 
notified last night, took Tennant’s ante-mor- 
tem statement today in a lucid moment, but 
it was unsatisfactory. 


Fight in Front of Saloon, 

With Tennant, when he engaged in the 
fight, was Ashley. The scuffle occurred in 
front of a saloon called the Café Boulevard, 
which the police have watched for months 
. because of a large room in which Yale stu- 
dents and women meet. Ashley says that 
they ran into an unknown man on the street 
near the restaurant, and that the fight*began 
because of the collision. The stranger, Ash- 
ley says, knocked down Tennant so hard 
that his head struck the asphalt pavement, 
causing concussion of the brain. 

Ashley got Tennant away from the scuffle, 
earried him to his dormitory apartment in 
West Divinity hall, Yale, and kept him there, 
hoping for his recovery, until yesterday be- 
fore summoning medical aid. 


Boys Say Student Gave Blow. 


Two telegraph messenger boys who saw 
the fight say that all the principals -were 
students and that no outsiders took part 
in it, in spite of Ashley's story that a com- 
plete stranger: was the author of the blow. 

Coroner Mix will not give out Tennant’s 
statement, but it is known that it does not 
tally in all respects with Ashley's state- 
ments. Two detectives have been detailed 
on the case... 

Tennant received a Yale diploma in 1900, 
taught a year in Plainfield, N. J., and re- 
turned here to study for the degree of doctor 
of philosophy, which he was to receive in 
June. He was 27 years old. Ashley was grad- 
uated from Rutgers college in 1903 and has 


taught chemistry in Yale a year. 


FINDS RADIUM IN SOLAR SPHERE 


Prof. M. B. Snyder of Philadelphia Ob- 
servatory Thinks It Also in Stars, 
‘Nebule, and Comets. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 17.—Prof. Monroe B. 
Snyder, director of the Philadelphia obser- 
vatory. announced that he has discovered 
the existence of radium.in the solar photo- 
| sphere and of radium emanation in the solar 
corona and in the auroral streamers of the 
earth. He also finds that radium and radium 
emanation, the latter identical with coroni- 
um, are widely and corelatively distributed 
in stars, nebule, and probably comets. He 
further announces these laws: 

First, there is universal celestial radio-ac- 
tivity—namely: negative or associative and 
positive or dissociative transformation of 
the elements with accompanying absorption 
and emission of radiant energy of charac- 
‘teristic frequencies and intensities. 

Second, maximum .radio-activity is crit- 
ically dependent upon the energy gradient 
and is therefore periodic, and often local in 
sun, stars, new stars, nebule, and comets,

HARLAN ATTACKS RAILWAYS | 
AND ECKELS DEFENDS THEM. 


“Republican Mayoralty Candidate De- 
clares Roads “Boom” Large Firms— 
Much “Graft” in Methods. 


John Maynard Harlan spoke on “ railroad 
graft’ before the members of the Life Un- 
derwriters’ Association of Chicago last night 
at the annual banquet in the Auditorium, as- 
serting the railroads were “ booming” cer- 
tain large firms systematically. 

“There is a great deal of graft—more of 
it than has been sup ratiroad meth- 
ods,"”” said Mr. Harlan. “It is widespread 
and deep rooted. The differentiation of rates, 
or the rebate practice, as it is called, is being 
carried on to the advantage of large firms 
and the ruin of smaller shippers. Where 
will it end—this booming of favored business 
concerns? Unless checked by stern regula- 
tions, rigidly enforced, the result is bound 
to be absolute government supervision of 
the railroads.’ 

“It would be well for the interstate com- 
merce commission to go to the bottom of this 
practice. Now is a ripe time te doit. There 
will never be a better opportunity.” 

Mr. Harlan was followed by H, 
Eckels, who said: 

“Too much criticism must not be leveled 
at the railroads. They have done, and are 
doing, more than any other force to develop 
this country. The government must make 
special concessions in their favor or other- 
wise it will be impossible for their enterprise 
to manifest itself.” 

The Rev. Frank M. Carson asserted in an 
address that “ poverty is gaining ground 
among us day by day and year by year."

Reported at Convention That Union of 
Underground Workers Sent $437,575 
Into Colorado Alone During Year. 


" Indianapo lis, Ind., Jan, 17.—At the conven- 
tion of the United Mineworkers of America : 
today it was announced that the union last 
year spent $1,087,300 for the relief of strik- 
ers, sending $487,575 of this into the Colo- 
rado district, which has a pus up member- 
ship of only 947. 

Iowa made the greatest ati in member- 
ship during the year, the increase being 
6,986, a jump from 9,788. Missouri came 
next, with a gain ‘ef 2,868, to 10,665. Colo- 
rado has a: increase of 410, from 537 to 947. 
Washington comes into the convention as 
a new district, with 972 membership. 

All four of the central competitive dis- 
tricts—western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
and Illinois—show net gains. Western 

vania went from 21,505 to 23,844, a 
gain of 2,249 members; Ohio, from 38,342, to 
40,566, a gain of 2,224; and Illinois from 
48,056 to 49,861, a gain of 1,805.

Second Robbery from Masonic Temple | 
Suab-Postofiice Frustrated by John 


H. Logermann—He Pursues Robber 
' Who Has Taken Collection Wagon

hicle in Railway Yard—Former 
Gang Suspected of Daring Plot. 


Through chance and the astuteness of 
John H. Logermann, a postoffice superin- 
tendent, a repetition of one of the most dar- 
ing of local postoffice robberies was prevent- 
ed last evening. Logermann seized an ex- 
press wagon and pursued a fleeing thief whe 
was lashing the horses of a mall wagon 
stolen from in front of the Masonic temple. 
Finally, in desperatién, the thief leaped from 
the wagon and sought refuge among the 
freight cars of a railway yard a mile from the 
scene of the robbery. : 

Throughout the flight the thief followed 
the route taken by the men who, less than 
three years ago, stole a wagon from the same 
station and secured more than $12,000 in 
checks and money orders. Inspector Stuart 
thinks the latest robbery was attempted by 
the same gang, and has detailed every avail- 
able postal inspector on the case, : 


Sees Wagon Driven Away. 
The attempted theft of the registered letter 
mail cart last night was made while the 


driver was making his last collection at 6:15 | 
o'clock from the Masonic temple station, 


With Emil Wiliwerth, foreman of the supply 
department, Logermann was returning to 
the postoffice building when ‘his attention 
was attracted to a mail wagon being driven 
rapidly east from the Randolph street en- 
trance of the Masonic temple. 


At the alley between State street and Wa- | 


bash avenue the wagon was turned north 
and ‘Logermanhn suspected that a theft was 
being committed. Running after the wagon 
he shouted to the driver to halt, and at his 
refusal shouted for the police. 


Logermann in Pursuit. 

None was at hand. and. hurrying to an ex- 
press wagon which was standing at the alley 
entrance, Logermann leaped into the vehicle, 
and, displaying his government star.to the 
driver, A. Garrison. ordered him to follow 
the mail wagon, now a block away. 

Through the alley and along the street the 
pursuit continued at a furious pace. Up Wa- 
bash avenue, across the Rush street bridge, 
east in North Water street to the O*Connor 
docks, the chase continued, and at the latter 
point the man who had been lashing the horse 
of the postal wagon to its utmost speed saw 
that escape with the wagon was impossibie. 
He jumped to the ground and disappeared 
among the freight cars. 


Mail Sacks Found Intact. 


Hastening to the mail wagon, Logermann 
made a hasty inepection anc discovered that 
the mall sacks and bags were intact. Giv- 
ing the wagon in charge of the expressman 
and his companion, Logermann ran to the 
place where the thief had disappeared, but 
was unable to find him. 

A telephone message to Inspector Stuart

Young, a graduate of West Point and of the 
law department. of Columbia university, 
proved an adroit Mormon witness today in 
the Smoot inquiry. When he took the stand 
his attention was called to the sensational 
statement made by Bishop Daniel Co‘nolly 
at a meeting Sunday night at Eureka, Utah, 
when he said: 

“Phose who betrayed endowment oaths 
Yat Washington are traitors, and I have 
known traitors to be shot.” : 
“The dispatch said also that When taken 
to task for the violence of his language, the 
bishop said that he was indignaht at the 
witnesses who had violated thelr oaths, but 
that if he had known there was a reporter 
| P nt, he would have been more guarced. 

Mr: Young did not approve the reference 
to the shooting of traitors, but «aid he 
thought that otherwise the bishop had ex- 
pressed the sentiment of the Mormon peo- 

toward those who had testified in the 
Smoot investigation, concerning the endow- 
ment house cerémonies. He said Mormons 
abhorred traitors and said a man who would 
violate his oath before a justice of the peace 
would violate any oath of the church. He 
could e no distinction. , 


Morm Hostile ta Polygamy. 
While serving in the Philippines Mr. Young 
was president of the criminal branch of the 
Supreme court of the islands. He returned 
to Salt Lake in 1901, and is now president of 
one of the four Mormon stakes of Salt Lake 


City. 

Mr. Young is a and says the 
sentiment of Mormons is decidedly hostile 
to polygamy. He said there is no teaching 
of polygamy, and has been none since the 
manifesto was issued. In relations to 
“ whisperings "in politics, he said he knew 
of no instance where the “ whispers” had 
» been traced to any Mormon authorities. He 
thought there may have been some under- 
lings who attempted to create the impression 
that the church wanted some particular 
candidate elected, but that, when these cases 
were traced down, the accused always denied 
that they had been authorized to take such 
action. So far as he was concerned person- 
ally, he said, no person had ever sought to 
influence his vote. 


Manifesto Not Against Polygamy. 


In answer to questions by Chairman Bur- 
rows, Mr. Young said that until two years 
after its issuance the manifesto was not con- 
strued to be directed against the practice of 
polygamy, but only against new plural mar- 
riages. He said that if it were not for the 
law against polygamy he should believe the 
principle to: be right. Some of the bishops 
under Mr. Young are polygamists and he said 
he had taken no steps to dissuade therm from 
continuing the practice.

PLANS FOR A NEW RED CROSS. 


Illincisans Will Attend Organization 
on Feb. 8—Order Will Take Place 
of Barton Body. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
| The first meeting of the incorporators of the 
American National Red Cross, created by 
act of comgress and approved by the presi- 
dent two weeks ago, has been called for 
Reb. 8 at the state department here. Illinois

Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—A report from 
the New York board of trade and transpor- 
tation, in opposition to the Quarles-Cooper 
bill for govermment railroad rate making, 
was read to the house committee on inter- 
state and. foreign commerce today by D.

Every Day Weakens Prosecution. 
This protracted consideration has been due 
to the growth in the opposition to the 
charges. Every day's debate has served to 
weaken the case of Judge Swayne’s prose- 
cutors, The suspicion, in the minds of many 
republican representatives, that the prosc- 
cution of Judge Swayne was due largely to 
partisan motives found some confirmation 
today. in the production of a letter which Gen. 
Grosvenor read to the house from United 
States Circuit Judge Don A. Pardee of New 
Orleans, who had overruled Judge Swayne’s 
decision in contempt proceedings forming 
part of the charges against the Florida jurist. 

Judge Pardee asserted that the attacks on 
Judge Swayne grew out of his prosecution of 
democratic election frauds fifteen years ago, 
an idea that many republican members of the 
-house have come to believe since they began 
| to study the case. He also expressed the 
hope that the republican house would not im- 
peach Judge. Swayne on charges growing out 
of personal malice and political prejudice. 


_ Debate Goes On Five Hours, 


The debate today was carried on at high 
pressure for more than five hours. Mr. 
Grosvenor furnished the text for a vigorous , 
speech by Bourke Cockran by the reading 
of a letter from Judge Pardee of New Or- 
leans, declaring that politics was at the 
bottom of the impeachment proceedings. 
The fact of a judge transmitting such a 
letter, Mr. Cockran declared dramatically, 
was “a monstrous spectacle.” 

Mr. Grosvenor asserted that there was no 
, ground presented for impeachment in the 
report of the committee in a speech in be- 
half of Judge Swayne. ’ 

Mr. Grosvenor had read a letter from 
Judge Don A. Pardee of the Fifth circuit 
of the United Sta:es Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, dated at New Orleans, March 24, 1904, 
addressed \to Mr venor, and marked 
“ personal and confidential.”’ 

Swayné’s to Punish Guilty. _ 

Jadge Pardee said that Judge Swayne 
had told him that it was the desire of 
the administration that those guilty of 
those frauds should be proceeded against. 
This Htigation had engendered an intense 
feeling against Judge Swayne. It was then 
regarded as hazardous for Judge Swayne to 
travel about the district, and from that time 
‘on Judge Swayne was persona non grata to 
the democrats in Florida. 
.“ Following this unpopularity,” the letter 
continues, “Judge Swayne’s district was 
changed, largely for the purpose of punish- 
ing him. The change of the district resulted 
in his being, as it were, oustéd out of his dis- 
trict,” 

A Mash between Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. 
Palmer resulted from Mr. Grosvenor’s justi- 
fication of Judge Swayne for taking $10 a 
day expense money.

Tells Jewish Church Delegates That 
Race Has Great Mission to Perform in 
America—Delegates Number 300. 


Dr. Emil &. Hirsch, pastor of Sinai temple, 


left a sick bed yesterday to deliver the ora- 
tion at the afternoon session of the Jewish 
church convention, which met at the Stand- 
ard club, 
_ “ The responsibilities of the American Jew 
are greater today than ever before,”’ said 
Dr. Hirsch. “ Last year 100,000 Jewish im- 
ts came to this country in quest of 
new opportunities and that freedom denied 
them in Russia, the land of their birth. That 
number is larger than the total Jewish popu- 
lation of this country thirty years ago, when 
this union of Hebrew congregations was first 
ized, -* 

“ Judaism is more than a race, a nation- 
ality, or a religion. It concerns itself more 
with the mighty things of the present and 
the future right here than with the mysteries 
of death or the hereafter. 

“ American Judaism has a mission to per- 
form. It must demonstrate to the world that 
for fifteen centuries the Jews have been un- 
fairly dealt with. The Jew in America has 
a country and a flag. There is no place in 
this free country of America fora physically 
and spiritually segregated Ghetto. Take :t to 
Palestine or Manchuria. We do not want it 
here.” 

Three hundred de tes representing 134 
Jewish congregation8 were present when 
the convention opened. Adolf Kraus was 
elected temporary chairman. Later former 
Judge Philip Stein was chosen permanent 
chairman, and he delivered an address of wel- 


come.

of the agreement, must be served six months 
in advance of the time it is to ¢ effect. 

The fact of the affiliation was résponsible 
for the absence of the distinguished alumnus 


at the seventy-fifth anniversary celebration:

to secure him for an address. Its perfection 
was also the occasion for his withdrawing 
from the board two. years ago. He stated 
today that his interest in the college had been 
suspended during the time the affiliation 
agreement had been in operation.

Is THE CHARTER AMENDMENT VALID! 

One could wish that the lawyers of Chi- 
cago were able to wring from the mystic sci- 
ence to which they alone have access a clear 
and unequivocal opinion with regard to the 
constitutional validity of Chicago char- 
ter amendment.

George (only granted for altogether excep- 
tional military distinction), upon several of 
the victorious German commanders, nota- 
bly upon Field Marshal Moltke, the crown 
prince (afterwards Emperor Frederick), and 
upon Prince Fréderick’ Charles of Prussia, 
to whom Marshal Bazaine had surrendered 
Metz. 

- Bight years previously he had recognized 
in the same way the heroic defense of the 
fortress of Gaeta by Queen Marie ‘of Naples, 
by appointing her a knight of this same order, 
which she i« the only woman ‘to have ever 
possessed.

Hardness characterized the performance 
of “The Merchant of Venice” which Mr. 
Mansfield offered his patrons at the Grand 
last evening for.the first time during his 
present engagement. The star himself gave 
@ portrayal pf Shy which in expression 
of bitterness and hatred will not find its 
‘equalin th@t- offered» by any other English 
speaking interpreter of the part. The Ger- 
man ‘actor Possart’'s Jew is its equal in this 
“respect—in fact its superior, for a more 
cruelly fierce Shylock than his is scarcely to 
be jimagined—and the Italian Novelli also 
lends his impersonation much of the same 
quality, but no English or American player 
has adopted quite this conception. 

Mr. Mansfield is clearly no believer in the 
so-called “ humaniging” of Shylock. In 


| the first meeting with Antonio he voices the 


Jew’s detestation of the merchant in no half- 
hearted style. There is nothing of covert 
soliloquizing in his utterance of the speech 
beginning ‘‘ How like a fawning publican he 
| looks.” It is spoken in full voice, with a 
strong dramatic accent and straight at the 
audience. The hatred of the Jew is left not 
for an instant in doubt and in every subse- 
quent scene this hatred is ever more and 
more more strongly accentuated. 

This conception of the character, although 
not int keeping so much with our more tol- 
erant ‘standards of today—at least we like 
to talk about their being more tolerant—is 
easily justified by the text itself, and is un- 
doubtedly well in harmony with the intent 
of Shakspeare and in accord with the public 
attitude of‘his time. That such treatment 
robs Shylock of the sympathy which a gen- 
tler handling is able to gain for him is unde- 
| niable, but Mr. Mansfield clearly is not de- 
‘strous of arousing such sym hy, and he 
has full right to his desireS and opinions in 
the matter. His attitude toward Shylock, 
‘however, seemed to affect the members of 
his company also. They handled their réles 
in the same hard, matter of fact fashion, and 
the result was a performance of the comedy 
almost who wanting in poetic charm, 
There was nothing of atmosphere about it, 
and it left the imagination as ll as the 
emotions unroused and untouched. It was, 
in fact, a prosaic and unconvincing presenta- 
tion of a masterpiece, which it had been ex- 
pected would prove particularly artistic and 
satisfying. 


It is believed, after watching Mr. Mans- 
field’s performance last evening, that Shy- 
lock isf a character which doés not espe- 
cially appeal to him. That he plays the part 
with technical skillfulness and with an at- 
tention to detail which proves that ‘he has 
given thought and study to it, goes virtually 
without the saying. Intelligence and dex- 
terity: characterize everything this actor of- 
fers. But there was the impression left last 
evening that the heart of the player was not 
in the work in hand. He was not “in the 
skin’ of the personage presented as hé is.in 
certain of his plays. Everything was from 
the outside; little or nothing came from with- 
in. He was at his best in some of the more 
impassioned outbursts. The scene . with 
Salanio and Salarino was impressive in its 
drdmatic forcefulness, the speech beginning. 
“to bait fish withal’’ rising to a fine climax. 
The meeting with Tubal, which followed im- 
mediately, was on the other hand unsatisfac- 
tory, being disjointed and theatrical. The 
act in the co m was played with much 
dignity and difectness, the pride of the Jew 
and his. consciotsness of his certain triimph 
being skillfully kept prominent. 

One touch which, while possibly slightly 
theatrical, was nevertheless finely sugges- 
_tive, was-the fixing of the gaze on Portia dur- 
ing the hesitating utterance of the line, “I 
cannot find it; ‘tis not in the bond.” There 
was. in it the hint of a premonition of im- 
pending disaster felt by the Jew. The return 


‘ home after the flight of Jessica was made un- 


necessarily sensational, it seemed, by the 
presence of the maskers. The farcical stage 
business indulged in in the scene of Bas- 
ganio’s departure from Portia was aléo not 
only unnecessary but was wholly out of har- 
imony with the mood of the situation. I¢

‘ The support ranged from moderately good 
to less than indifferent.

E careers of Shakspeare and Moliére, 
the two greatest playwrights that ever 
lived, present’ certain features of re- 
semblance. Both were actors and man- 
agers, as well as dramatists, and pre- 
sented their own plays. Shakspeare sur- 
passes Moliére in tragedy, as he does al) 
other writers. But the Frenchman equals, if 
oe does not excel, the Englishman in the fleid 
of comedy. 

Molitre. has a further claim to fame that 
Shakspeare has not. Shakspeare was but an 
indifferent actor, Mollére was, perhaps, the 
greatest comedian that ever graced the 
French ‘stage. His comedies have never 
beén #0 Well played as by their author. No 
doubt the transcendant qualities of the 
dramas of Shakspeare and Moliére are large- 
ly-due to the fact they were written by ex- 
perienced actors and were primarily intend: 
ed, not to be read, but to be acted. 


Moliére's father, whose name, by the way, 
was not Moliére but Poquelin—was a well 
to. do tradesman in Paris, and also held a 
smal! office at the French court. He wanted 
his son to be a lawyer, and Jean Baptiste 
studied for that profession. But the passion 
for the stage was strong within him, and 


actors who called themselves “ L‘Ilustre 
theatre.” A tennis court in Paris was their 
first theater. The duke of Guise presentea 
them his castoff clothes. But the castoff 
clothes of even a duke did not’suffice tu 
draw crowds. Exmipty benches and clamor- 
Otis creditors drove “ L’Illustre theatre,” of 
which Moliére was now manager, to take 
refuge in the provinces. 

A dozen strolling companies of players 
wete then touring the rural districts of 
France. Scarron and Perrault have given 
amusing pictures of their adventures and 
misadventures, successes, and failures. 
Sometimes, when these humble followers 4f 
Roscius were “flush,” they traveled in 
rumbling coaches. Oftener they rode in lum- 
bering carts. Not infrequently, after a sea- 
son of bad luck, they tramped in the mud 
behind the heavy, clumsy vehicles which 
their scanty wardrobes and crude properties 
were drag along. Arriving at the town 
where they intended to play they rented a 
tennis court and improvised a theater with 
their own. experienced and expert hands, 
The provincial tneater of that day in France 
was a quite different place from the theater 
of our time.. Tapestries were hung around 
the stage, and entrances and exits were 
made by pulling aside the heavy curtains 
which often knocked off the comedian’s hat 
or tripped up the heels of the leading woman 
and sent her sprawling. The lights were 
candles stuck in tin candlesticks around the 
| stage. The performance began at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

Moliére led the happy go lucky lfe of a 
strolling player for fifteen years. He was 
seen in almost every large town in France. 
Like other strollérs, he not infrequently was 
stoned and egged by disgusted audiences, 
ahd often had no money in his pocket. Put 
his art grew apace. In -653 he brought out 
at Lyons “ L’Etourdi,” the first play of his 
own writing he presented. His *‘ Le Depit 
Amoureux.” followed in 1656. Emboldened 


years later returned to Paris, and in 1659 
gave in.his own theater there his latest play, 
Les Precieuses Ridicules.”’ 

This play marked a new era in the French 
drama. Moliére in it broke with imitation 
of Italian and Spanish plays and took off 
to the life the affected and vulgar in the 
manners of the French higher classes. of 
his own time. It was an instant success. 
“Bravo! Moliére."" bawled an old man in 
the pit, “ this is real comedy.’” The power- 
ful persons ridiculed took umbrage. One 
great Jord rubbed the skin from the actor's 
face with his coat buttons. But Louis XIV., 
with whom Moliére rapidly became a fa-

FINES OF $5,500 LEVIED. 
ON FOUR POLICY OPERATORS. 


Plead Guilty to Gambling Charge and 
Admit Conspiracy to Spirit Away

1 of witnesses in former trials and each was 


fined $1,000. 

McDermott and Dorgan paid their fines, 
the money going to the school fund under 
‘a new law effective the first of the year. 
The other men, it is expected, also will pay 
their fines. 

McDermott, Dorgan, Kammerer, and “ Al”
